GASTRIC RESECTION AND VARIOUS METHODS OF REESTABLISH 
ING THL CONTINUITY OF THE GASTRO-INTESTINAL TRACT

T he history of gastric resection now some 
four and one half decades old began m 1879 
with Plan who first resected a stomach for 
pyloric c&ncer and joined the stomach and the 
duodenum end to end The more difTicuU prob 
lems m this operation were alwavs connected not 
with the resection itself but with the re-esiabhsh 
tnent of thecontmuili ofthegastro-inle itnal tract 
after the removal of the diseased part 
Ml methods so far proposed can be schcmati 
tally placed inio four groups (i) end to end 
anastomosis of the gastric and the duodenal 
Stumps («) closure of the stomach end and im

volved Latm A glance at the oontemporaneous 
literature shows that neither Tuffi r s nor Nar 
aihs schemes are being followed WTiile m the 
English fiterature one reads about a P 61 ya 
operation m the German literature the same 
method is described under a variety of names 
such as the von Hacker the Kroenlein von Alik

4 The best results are obtained m early cases 
with definite defects in part of the field but with good 
central vision at least in one eye and little evidence 
of other nervous involvement 

5 In advanced cases of paresis and more gen 
eral nervous involvement results are not to be 
expected even if the atrophy has not advanced 
and the chance of stopping the process in the nerve 
IS less 

The technique of cisternal injections of mercury is 
as follows 

The cerebrospinal fluid is tapped an adapter con 
nected with a rubber tube attached to an open 
soeem svttnge IS inserted into the needle and about 
10 cem ol the fluid arc albwed to run into the 
syringe Ten drops of a solution of bichloride of 
mercury contamiflg r/so gr of the drug are then 
pouted into the syringe from a minim flask previously 
prepared The needle is then steadied the tube 
pinched and the syringe shaken \V hen the mercury 
has been well mixed the fluid is allowed to flow back

tion as possible In the use of this technique there 
was less danger that outlying metastatic nodules 
might escape treatment 


out apparent benefit Long before what was gen 
erally considered a lethal dose had been given a 
diminution m size and induration of the tumor was 
frequently noticed In an encouraging numbir of 
cases this beneficial effect has been continuous but 
the lime has nol yet been sufficient to warrant final 
conclusions In other cases the cells have seemed 
to acquire a certain resistance 
Although some of these treatments have extended 
over long periods a typical erythema as a result has 
not been seen The skin has early showed a tanning 
which in some cases has become verv marked So

roentgen ray skin lesions which have sometimes 
occurred m the past following prolonged irradiation 
remains to be seen 

In concluvion the author gives detailed accounts

Ucted against injury and irritation caused by the 
inclion of clothing dirt prolonged uppuration 

The treatment is strictly surgical It should con 
swt m wide excision of the ksion and the accessible 
tegiJnal nodes and \ ra> irradiation

The disease was demonstrated surgically 
a pathologically Both of the subjects were young 
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adult females In one case the chief tornplaint was 
painful menstruation and in the other a tumor m the 
left hypochondrium The general health was fair 
but there was moderate anaimia with definite 

eosmophilia 

In both cases the spleen was definitely palpable 
There was no fever and the Wassermann reaction 
was negative Splenectomy was done In both 
cases the spleen and liver were involved and in one 
the rne&enteric lymph nodes were also aliccted 
Grosslv the external surface of the spleen presented 


substance instead of the caseous material which is 
often found m the tubercles m tuberculosis m man 
In many tubercles there was no caseation the center 
being composed of the numerous large epithelioid 
cells which give a characteristic appearance to the 
avun ksion 

The authors cite the case of von kurt Lederer in 
which avian tuberculosis was associated with poly 
cythzima and operation and autopsy reveal d wide 
spread tuberculosis of the lungs spleen kidneys 
and li er That the bacillus of avnn tubcrculosu is 
pathogenic to man is further corroborated b\ the 
works of Loewecstein Koch Robinowitsch and
